NOTE: New issues have been raised such as newly submitted independent claim 32 that would require further 
consideration. Benzinger fully discloses rotatable punch and die assemblies. As applicant admitted Benzinger also teaches 
independently rotatable die assemblies (from the punch/ram assembly) therefore each is independently rotatable from each other. 
Regarding Jelinek, independently rotatable ram and die assemblies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
